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THE TERCENTENARY OF SHAKSPERE'S 
BIRTHDAY. z 
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Tures hundred years have how rolled on since the immortal 
Shakspere first saw light at Btratford-upon-Avon. The parti- 
culars of the celebration of this event at the Poet’s birthplace 
and elsewhere will be found in our columns. 

Perhaps the most remarkable feature in William Shakspere’s 
life is that of the barrenness of facts as to his real history. The 
only reliable document is that of his baptismal register. This 
bears date the 26th of April, 1564, во thet if born on the 23rd, 
he was only three days old when baptized. His father, John 
Bhakspere. is traced to а family occupying land at a villege 
named Snitterfield, near Warwick. Не settled in the town of 
Stratford, became в wool-comber, or glover, and elevated his 
social position by marriage with а rustic heiress, Mary Arden, 
possessed of an estate worth about £120 per annum of our 
present money. The poet's father rose to be high beiliff and 
chief alderman at Stratford. William was the eldest of aix

cation, was founded in 1482, and refounded by Edward VI, and 
then held over the Guildhall. From this school it ig said that 
Shakspere was brought home to assist in his father's business ;

With regard to the production of Shakspere's works, and dates 
when first performed, many interesting facts might be given, but oar 
space will not admit of it. We may merely mention that the whole 
of his plays—thirty-seven in number—are ва d to have been 
produced up to 1611. With the nobles, the wits and poets of the 
day, he was in familiar intercourse. “ The gentle Вһаквреге, as he 
was usually styled, was throned in all hearts. But notwithstanding 
his brilliant success, the poet early looked forward to & permanent 
retirement to the country. He visited Stratford every year, and 
when wealth began to flow in, he purchased property in hís native 
town and its vicinity. The last entry of his name among the players 
141604; but he was living in London in 1609. The date of his 
final retirement to Stratford is assigned to 1612. Ніз реми were 
bota dead, bat their declining years were gladdened by the pros- 
perity of their illustrious son. Four years only were enjoyed by 
Shakepere in his retirement. He died on the 23rd of April, 1616, 
having just completed his fifty-second year His widow survived 
him seven years. His two danghters were both married His only 
son, Hamnet, had died in 1596. One of his daughters had three 
sons, but all died without issue, so there remains по lineal repre- 
ventative of the great poet. 

In addition to the illustration of Shakspere's house, we also give 
what'is called the “ Cbandos" portrait of Shakspere ; an engraving 
by John Gilbert, introducing the principal characters of the pna 
creation; an illustration from a painting ki C. L. Muller of * Lady 
Macbeth,’ a scene from “King Lear,” and an engraving from a 
picture of “ Romeo and the Apothecary.”

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EXTRAORDINARY ADVENTURE OF 
A YANKEE TOURIST. 


A very singvlar looking and well-dressed 
individual, who geve the name of William 
Mowton, and stated himself to be а native 
of New York, was placed at the bar of the 
Southwark Police-court on Monday, be- 
fore Mr. Woolrych, charged with forcing 
his way into Ne.

They sli believed that he 
intended to murder them, but fortunately 
at that time Mr. Dyne came in, and he was 
secured. Both Mrs. Dyne and the chil- 
dren had been very ill ever since.

should dispose them to sink baok to their former imbecility, 
When we read how the Malakoff was taken in 1855 by the French, 
or Duppel the other day, and observe that the whole strength of 
the attacking army was not thought too much for the enterprise, 
the mind recurs with ever new astonishment and disgust to the 
1,200 raw Eoglish soldiers who were thought enough to storm the 
Redan, while во army of 40,000 men was kept unemployed behind 
them. ‘ The system” has not so eaten away the understanding of 
Prussian generals as to bid them send а handful of infantry to 
certain destruction.

Lord Derby 
could not fall to be favourably heard in his proposal to secure to the 
Working olesees a cheap transit to and from their labour, by в 
morning ad evening train, on every railway within the limita of 
the metropolis. There can be no question that immense incon- 
тесто is entailed on many of the lower classes of society by the 
nvasion of railways. Even persons so well able to take care of 
themselves as the merchants and great tradesmen of the City of 
London, lately made a very strong representation to parliament of 
the eamoyanos inflicted on themselves; and the inconvenience 
brought upon а working man by one of these ubiquitous invaders 
is not less üeserving of consideration because it is upon а smaller 
goale. It is not, perhaps, во easy to realize the hardship to a work- 
ing man of being driven from his one or two rooms as to under- 


and | stand the loss inflicted upon a great company by being expelled 


from vast offices, perhaps only Jately constructed. But the loss in 
the more conspicnous саге seldom involves more than а sacrifice of 
money and time which can at all events be safely endured. The 
working тава, on the contrary, is driven to find в shelter for his 
wife and children in an already densely overcrowded town. He 
has no margin of capital to allow him to live in dearer lodgings than 
@зове he is turned out ої; aud as the crowding becomes greater, the 
sEcomwodetion he can get for such ssam es he сап afford 
becomes less and less. The hardship with him touches the 
very necessaries of life, — ordinary decency, cleanliness, and 
health. Im other cases it is inconvenient enough, but it 
only affects wante not absolutely imperative, The aggregate 
mount of suffering, moreover, inflicted upon the working classes 
far exvecds that brought upon the higher. Where two or three 
firme are turned out of a house of business, half a dozen families 
will be driven from а lodging-house of the working classes. Let 
any one in passing easily over the roofs of the small houses which 


hem in such a railway as the one recently constructed to Oharing- 


cross look at the signs of dense human life in every window, and 
then estimate the amount of displacement which that line must 
have caused. It must be owned, therefore, that the working classes 
have a claim to euch compensation as can be afforded them by the 
railway companies, and, if the resolution passed shall help to pro- 
vide them with any, none ought to welcome it more than the rail- 
way companies themselves. If Lord Derby's conception could bo 
carried out the working classes would ultimately receive incalcu- 
lable benefits from the railways. Не imagines them living а few 
miles away from their regular work, emá passing to and fro morn- 
ing and evening, at an expense which is more than balanced by 
the cheaper price of houses and lodgings in the suburbs. He 
fancies their families in the enjoyment of constant pure air and of 
room enough for decency and comfort; tbe workiag men himself, 
instead of retarmÜmg at night to а onewded and necessarily disor- 
derly room, coming back to a pure atmosphere and a scene different 
from that of bis daily toil. He has the whole of Sunday there, and 
an increasing portion of Baturday. Не comes back, in short, to & 
real home, в place of rest, relaxation, wed refreshment to body and 
mind, instead of returning every might io a mere store where 
human goods ere packed вид piled ome upon the other, and where 
he can only find а ologo and uncomfortable corner to cover himself 
in until the morning. Sach а picture is well worth an effort to 
realize it. ‘The experiment will, M isto be hoped, be fairly tried, 
and the railway companies are bound to give every facility for such 
a scheme.

' KITCHEN Garpex.—Cut tho strongest shoots of asparagus, and 
allow the weakest to remain. Sow beet, if not before done. Should 
the weather Е" warm and broccoli come forward too fast, dig и 
some before fully grown, to be laid in by their heels ia some соо 
place, to be uged for succession.

They 
will transplant all the etter at the proper time. Sow dwarf kidney 
beans for eucces:ion, and some in pots to fill up vacancies. Oon- 
tinue to plant ous the strongest lettuce, and tie up the forward cos 
sorts to Ба heads. Sow sorrel, turnips, radishes, parsley, and 
other seeds mentioned last week, if not already got in. Prick out 
youvg sevdling savoys in beds three or four inches apart, to acquire 
strength for final he per are. next month. Sow the principal 
crop for sutumn and winter supply. Hand-weed beds of all kinds. 

LOWER GanDEN.—Prepare beds for the usual summer plants. 
If the nights prove warm, &nd the ground dry, water in the cven- 
ieg; if nights prove cold, water in the early part of the morn- 
ing. Lobelias, calcsolarias, verbenas, &o., may be planted out in 
sheltered situations, but protected from cold nights. Thin out 
and top early sown &nnuals, in order to make them bushy. Harden 
off dahlia cuttinge, which have been potted preparatory to planting 
out. Herbaceous plants should have their shoots staked and tied 
out separately. It is now time the seed of cineraris was got in if 
required to flower in winter. This beautiful plant is more hardy 
then the съседа а. Recently-plauted box-edgiug and fresh laid 
turf will require water in dry weather. Proceed with weeding 
and rolling the walks. 

Fr ARDEN.—ÜOlear young and old fruit-trees from all root- 
suckers and shoots emitted from their stems. Keep strawberries 
free from weeds. Proceed with disbudding all wall trees, to 
ensure a more healthy and fruitful state.

The prisoner, who pleaded “Not guilty," was defended by Mr.

Alexander Ferguson, spirit dealer, Maitland-street, Cowcaddens, 
iu the course of his evidence, deponed: I resollect of Mrs. Blair, the 
deceased, coming into my house on Tuesday evening, 2204, of 
February last, about half-past ten o'clock. She bad been twice 
thet day before—at half-past nine and half-past eleven in the fore- 
noor, She had been often in my house on previous occasions. 
She stayed half an hour on Tuesday evening. She called for a 
glass of spirits when she came in alone. She came in at first alone, 
and was followed by the prisoner. She was shown into a box, and 
the prisoner followed her. They were both supplied with spirits. 
They sat quiet for a considerable time, after which prisoner asked 
her about а pawn ticket for blankets. Deceased then commenced 
to abuse him, by cursing and swearing and threatening. This was 
about twenty minutes to eleven. I went into the box. and said if 
they would not keep quiet they must go outside. Prisoner was 


quiet. They sat a little while quiet, and then began to 


uarrel again about the ticket I interfered a second time, and 
they said they would be quiet І then went to serve 
some persons at the bar, and heard some crystal fall in 
the box in which prisonor and deceased were. I went to 
see what was wrong, and found two tumblers and води 
water under Ше table. He (prisoner) waa sitting with his left hand 
on his cheek.. When I opened the door the deceased walked out of 
the box andthe shop. He (prisoner) said he had been struck on the 
cheek wich а soda water bottle. The bottle was not broken bat 
the tumblers were. The prisoner sat for about five minutes after- 
wards, and then left the shop. As he went out of the shop, I heard 
him say he would do for her. In about six minutes after he left 
the shop I heard a rumour that deceased had been stabbed in the 
street. I went to the door, and then sent my waiter to ascertain 
if the rumour was true. 1 heard a noise in the street, and cries of 
murder. I could not say who called out murder. My servant 
returned in about half an hour afterwards. Prisoner had been 
taking a glass that night, but was nothing out of the way. Pri- 
soner returned to wy shop on tbe following morning between 
seven and а quarter to eight, and called for а glass of spirits. J 


had heard of the death of his wife the previous evening. Prisoner 
laid down 18. ia payment for the epirits. I supplied him with в 
glass of spirits, went round the outside of the counter, and told him 
that he was to consider himself а prisoner. Не appeared to get 
faintish and agitated when | told him this. After a few minutes he 
came to, and asked me why he was a prisoner; and I answered, 
for what he was accused of doing last night. He appeared quite 
surprised. He said "for God's sake” to let him go, and he tried

Margaret Scobie: The last witness is a cousin of mine, and I 
service in February last.

I asked the 
sergeant if he had charged the нераст with murdering his wife, 
and he said he had not. I then told the prisoner the charge 
against him, and he gave a laugh, and said it was not him, that 
he had not seen his wife after he left the public-house. The pri- 
soner was searched, and а three-bladed knife and а piece of sand- 
рарег was found on his person. I examined the large blade, and 
it appeared to have been recently sharpened, and was wet 
with clean oil. It had been cleaned, as were also the small 


that it had been bleeding. 

Evidence was afterwards given as to the character of the pri- 
soner, who was spoken of as & quiet, inoffensive man, while the de- 
ceased was said to have been а woman of intemperate habits, and 
very violent while in drink. 

The Advocste-Depute then addressed the jury for the ртовест- 
tion; and Mr. Watson followed for the defence. 

Lord Nesves, in summing up, adverted to several points of 
difficulty and apparent contradiction in the evidence which had 
been adduced, and referred to the fact that the only 
person who had geen the blow struck—a girl named Elliot—was 
unable to identify the prisoner as the man who was then with de- 
ceased. He also remarked that the conduct of the prisoner in 
going to the shop of Ferguson on the morning after the murder 
went to show that at least he did not seem to be aware that de- 
ceased was dead. 

The jury retired at six o'clock, and in fifteen minutes afterwards 
returned with a verdict unanimously finding the prisoner guilty of 
culpable homicide.

DEFEAT OF THE DANES. 
Тик following details of the storming of the Duppel intrenchmonts 


have been published at the Prussian Garters :—

“ Tbe Prussian assault upon Forts No.1 to Жо 6 took plsce 


simultaneously in six columns at ten o'clock this moruing the 
Prossion flag waved above u!l the six foris by a quarter past ten. 
At eleven Forts No. 7, 8, 9, and the newly-conetructed works ia 
rear of the first series were stormed, and Fort No 10 capitulated. 
At halí-past twelve the two strong works a; the tete-de-pent 
were carried. Опе of the bridzes across the Alsen Sound was dis- 
connected by tho enemy ; the other was destro, єй by the fire of our 
artillery. ‘I'beenemy was thon entirely disl.dued from his strong 
position, and eontined to Alsen Tho attack upon For в No. 1to 
No 6 was carried out by the Prossian iufautry a uid 1 »ud cheers, 
without firing а shot, under the most violent hostile emall-arm sud 
grape бге. ‘ho Rolf Krave made ber appearance when the furta 
were already carried and afforded cover to the troops, but the 
Prussian batteries soon compelled ber retreat. The loss of the 
Prussian troops cannot yet b» stated with even approximate cer- 
tainty. Between 3 000 and 4 000 Danis prisoners, many oi whom 
aro officers, have been brought in.

Athe same time ths male p'isoner tore bor 
handkerchief from her right band, conteini g a ehilliog and sizpence. sll 
her то еу in the world. She was in that painful state that she was unable 
to prevent him While lying on the ground в constabe came up and 
carried her into tte workhouse, when sbe was а tended by the doctor, aud 
hed up to the present time remained ір the infirmary. Two of her ribs 
were broken, and the whole of her body was covered with bruises. One of 
the nurses of St. George's workhouse said that she recollected the com- 
р ainaut being brought into the infirmary. The doctor examined her, and 
founo two of her riba were broken. Coleman, 53 M, said he received in- 
formation of the &ssault end robbery, and from в description given by the 
prosecutrix he took the prisoners into custody. Both prisoners denied the 
charge altogether.

If the reader will kindly take the trouble to turn to Ohapter 
XLL, headed “ Military Law,” he will find that the following con- 
versation took place between Bir Olive and Dr. Effingham, and, 
of course, at a date prior to that at which the baronet was declared 
8 deserter. 

The baronet had already seen Sir Henry Lawrence at the time 
of the interview. We quote the passage because it is essential it 
should be borne in ming. It rane as follows :— 

“Тео hours afterwards Phil Efogham found his old friend in a 
feveriah, excited state, which called for some explanation. 

*** What's the matter, old hoss ?' asks Phil familiarly. 

6 Bead that!’ 

“it was a letter from Sir Henry Lawrence by Ше secretary. 
This was the sentence at which Phil Effipghsm opened his eyes: 

чаре general directs me finally to say that any breach of mili- 
tary discipline, even in your case, woul lead to а decleration of 
your desertion. The general will be glad te see you at your own 
eonvenience." 

“t What's up?’ asked Phil. 

иа I've been asking for leave.’ 

* Leave of what?" 

“6 Leave of absence." 

“s Why, man, you must have taken leave of your senses.’ 

sI think 1 have.’ 

“s Lot's feel your hand. Why, you are in а downright fever, 


Clivey.’ 

«Phil Effogham little thought that those few words and that 
simple dootorly action were to eave Ма friend's life." 

Those few words were literally to save Sir Olive St. Maur's life, 
and it was their remembrance which caused Phil Effingham thet 
satisfaction which you have been, perhaps, good enough to remark 
him expressing st the end of the last chapter 

It will be needleas here to go into anv particulars of the formali- 
ties of а court-martial. They are во fotricate and troublesome that 
it is open to doubt whether all who officially assist at it are quite 
sure of what they are scout. 

I will eimply say that in its process, в court-martial ів something 
liko a court civi , and that there is judge, jury (а little prejudiced in 
favour of military precedents perhaps), counsel! for the prosecution, 
and counsel for the defence. 

I will merely state that on that day, which might have been so 
pregnant with disgrace to Olive Ве. Maur, the evidence in the court- 
martial at which he was tried for some time went very seriously 


against him. 

That Sir Clive had pleaded “Not guilty,” it need not be said; 
for had he admitted himself guilty, it is very evident that the duty 
of the court would but have extended to passing sentence. 


Hed Phil Effiagham not come to his friend in his wretched lone- 
liness, had Phil not held to him those waters of hope which alone 
save the human soul from parchiag on the dusty road of life, it is 
certain that he had been condemned. 

Bat Phil had given him hope, that quality which is dearer than 
life, and with hope he sought to continue his existence. 

Had Phil not come and pleaded for Lota and her honour, Olive, 
willing to be done with lile, would have pleaded “ Guilty,” and 
perhaps with little trepidation bave welcomed that shot which 
would have deprived him of an existence which he found not worth 
the keeping. 

But Phil came, and with him he brought hope. 

Hence 8t. Maur pleaded “ Not guilty." 

But euch а plea was not to save him. The ples was merely the 
mnm of self-condemnation, than which act none can be more 
terrible. 

To condemn oneself, by the admission that the accugstion whieh, 
proved, will lead to death—to admit thet this accasation is trae,— 
то do this thing is terribly like committing murder. 

From this he had been saved by the energy and clear-brained 
activity of his old friend. 

But he was not yet safe. 

a plead “ Not guilty," but he was not yet safe from the 
leta. 

Yot he hoped. 

Phil hed come to his side two hours before the time fixed for the 
court-martiel, and taking his friend's hand he had said—" Olive, 
man, ГП pull you through.” 

* What! the court-martial ?” 

“Iwill; ae sure as I'm six feet in my stockings, or, at all events, 
five feet eleven.” 

“How?” 

“Never mind; you'll see. You have promised to plead Кой 


взу 079 
^ Yes, and I will. But how are you going to pull me through?” 

и Never mind; you wait and see.” 

Well, he waited. 

And he did see. 

The evidence went all against Sir Clive, and it is just possible 
that there was not one officer at that trial but expected that Sir 
Clive 8t. Maur would the next morning be taken out in the open 
within the Residency fortifications, which were now strong, end 
then and there shot disgracefally ая в deserter. 

One man was quite sure nothing of the kind would take place. 
One man was quite sure that in a few days Sir Olive St. Meur 
would once more join his regiment, where it would be his own 
fault if he did not at once obtain his old position as one of ite 
favourites 

As we have said, the evidence went dead against the baronet 

It was shown clearly that (1) he was seen in the camp on the 9th 
of June; (2) that be hed sought leave of absence from the general, 
and been refused ; (8) that he was missed, and returned вв в de- 
serter when the usus! period allowed after the proclamation of 
martial law had elapsed. 

Instructed by Phil Effingham, the counsel for Bir Clive - зод we 
will call him counsel, though perhaps the term ів ludicroue—con- 
fined himself in cross-exawination to eliciting from the various 
witnesses whether they had marked any change ia the privover— 
whether, on the 9th of June, he had appeared to be his usual self. 

The witnesses generally stated that they hed observed no difer- 
ence in him from his usual appearance end manners The only 
exception to this course was made by Sir Henry Lawrence, who 
freely admitted—by the way, the general was beginning to look 
very fagged and worn down with the hard work the command of 
the dency exacted from him,—Sir Henry freely admitted that 
the baronet's bekaviour was extremely wild and excited, and that 


knowing that St. Olive’s usual character was reserved, while his 
general bearing in society was calm. 

The whole of the evidence against the baronet having been given, 
his counsel rose and submitted his defence, which it may at once 
be admitted, very materially altered the bearings of the whole case. 


| This gentleman eubmitted that although appearances were much 


againet the prisoner, in fact he was guiltless; for that Bir Olive, at 
the time of his quitting camp, was not in a sound condition of mind, 
and that, therefore, he coula not be responsible for any action 
which he then committed. The counsel then urged that Bir Henry 
Lawrence himself bad admitted that the conduct of the prisoner, 
when applying to him for leave of absence, hsd exhibited mach 
excitement and wildness of speech. The counsel then urged, and 
truthfully, that upon the general being asked what plea Bir Olive 
had expressed ав в jnstification of his demand of leave of absence, 
Sir Henry had refused to stato what that plea was. The counsel 
then urged that if he could subetentiste this evidence in favour of 
the prisoner given by the general by that of в medical man, who 
would speak to the state of the prisoner's health at the time of the 
alleged desertion, that he would then have proved his client's inno- 
cence to the satisfaction of the court. 

And thereupon Dr. Phil Effüpgbam was called; and I may as 
well at once state that, in conjunction with good Sir Henry Law- 
rence's precious help, he saved Sir Olive Bt. Maur's life. 

We will give Phil's evidence in the ordinary way in which 
evidence given in courts of all kinds ia reported. 

* My name is Philip Effingham. 1 ат а regimental surgeon in 
the 3—th. Iam, therefore, в fellow officer of the pris——that is, 
of Bir Olive. Iam an old friend of his, and have attended him 

fessionally on many occasions. I вач him on the 9th of June 
ast. On the nightof that day he was missed. Yes—I noticed that 
he was far from being his usual self. He to me expressed his de- 
termination to leave the Residency; and, in spite of my representa- 
tion of the inevitable danger he would run, he insisted upon doing 
во. I believe bis idea was to find Lady St. Maur, whom he had heard 
was amongstthe Hindoos losnnottell whether he wasjustified in that 
belief. i am here to give evidence only of what I know and of what I 
saw. He told me he had been asking leave of absence of the general, 
and I told him—and this I swear—that 1 believed he had taken 
leave of his senses. He then admitted to me that he believed he 
had taken leave of his senses. I then felt bis pulso, and І re- 
member that I made the remark to bim that he was in а downright 
fever. Iam &wareof the solemn position in which I stand, nor is 
there any need to remind me of во obvious а fact; and with the 
full knowledge of that position 7 swear that I consider that Sir Clive 
St. Maur—you will pardon me it I do not say ‘the prisoner ' everv 
time 1 refer to an old brother officer—/ consider that Sir Clive St. 
Maur was not answerable for his actions оп that day. Ths, I repeat, T 
swear ! 

Oro«s examined by the Crown сопове!: I did not speak ou the 
9th to any one of Sir Clive—I will nof say the prisoner unless 
directed by the court—to any one ot Sir Olive's condition. I 
cannot, therefore, substantiate my statement that on the 9:h June 
Bir Clive was not in в condition 10 be responsible for bie actions. I 
did not take counsel with avy brother surgeon on the 9th, nor on the 
101, nor any otherday. 1914 not ou the 9th, because 1 did not appre- 
hend so sudden а determination on Bir Clive's part to leave the 
place—if, indeed, in his then condition, he ови be ssid to have had 
the power of any determtnation—and I did not mention my 
belief as to Sir Olive's inability to judge of his actions 
on any subsequent day, such ae the 10th or lith. vr 
did I not? Simply because the man was gone, and 
am selfish enough to indulge freely in avoiding pain to myself by 
conversing needlessly on unpleasant topics. Yes, it is true that 
had I urged that Bir Olive was not accountable for hia actions at 
the time of his departure, I should have been doing s friendly act 


he (the witness) hed felt uneasy at this extraordinary display, Ве by palliating his disappearance—but I repeat that the man was 
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gone. I did not expect him ever to return—in fact, T supposed he 
had been killed, and—and—I did not take the trouble to go into 
any ех ns upon а needless point. It is my way to avoid dis- 
cussion. As for his return, I think it argues that at that time he had 
not recovered, or had regained, and once more lost, the use of his 
senses. He must have been aware that his return would befollowed by 
his arrest, and the sitting on him of а eourt martial, which would 
certainly, under the condition of finding him of sound mind at the 
timeof his departure, sentence him to death. Then his return either 
argued that he either wanted to be condemned to death, or was not 
aware thet he ran that danger. If he sought death, why had he 
pleaded ‘Not guilty?’ If he did not seek death, why, if in his 
senses, had he returned to Lucknow ? 

* By the Judge- Advocate: Yes; I believe Bir Olive to be in his 
senses now, but I doubt if he was master of his own actions at the 
time of his return. During the past week he has been gradually 
mending, but till yesterday І am willing to stake my professional 
reputation that he wasin а state of despairing despom which 
could not be called 9 natural condition. 

“Ву the advocate for the defence: How should I consider a ver- 
diot of guilty, and а sentence of death? I should look upon both 
as equal to murder." 

а: visible shudder passed through the assembly at these awful 
words.

and billiarded with, whom you have called by his Christian name, 
and who, perhaps, has lent you half a dozen soys. upon ап emer- 


gency. 

Justice is justice, and military law is military law; but it does 
not follow that you will feel dissatisfaction at finding а legal hole 
to creep out of giving a verdict which msy lead to half a dozen 
bullets in the breast. 

I have no doubt these good fellows woald have done their duty 
and condemned Sir Olive 8t. Maur to death, had the evidence been 
all against him. for it would not have sounded well to heer full 
privates and officers of the non-commissioned varieties whisper 
that he “got off" because he was an officer and а gentleman. Bot 
because they would have done their duty ва honest men hed they 
been justifiably called upon to do so, it did not follow that they 
were to be sorry that they had the chance given them of exoul- 
pating а brother officer. 

In fact, I believe they were heartily glad, by about а thou- 
- times beyond what they appeared, to be able to soquit 


Phil's evidence coming upon the general's admissions did the

CAWNPORE--«SUCH BOATS AS THESE" (See page 784.) 
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On the 5th of June, about three in the morning, the sepoys and 
sowars (troopers) commenced burning their lines, and р! ед to- 
wards Nawabgnoge, where the treasure was, leaving one regiment 
to prevent the Europeans from going to the relief of the collector. 
The treasure baving been packed оп elephants and carts, this regi- 
ment joined their fellows (it was then aboot midday), and the mu- 
tineers set off to the westward and towards Delhi, accompanied by 
the 200 Nujeebs, Nena Satfib's guns, leaving the inhabitants relieved 
as it were by their departure up. 

That very next morning the warning came to the camp that the 
Nena was а traitor (a). 

Early next morning (the 6th) the matineers, headed by the Nena, 
with 600 of his f.llowers and four guns, returned to Cawnpore; 
halting about two miles to the west of the entrenchment, they 
planted staudards, and took up а position with loud beating of 
druma Immediately afterwards fifty sowars were despatched to 
the cantonments to slay all the Europeans, and ity sowars to the 
town to kill all the native converts aud olerks. eanwhile Nena 
Sahib hoisted two standards, one to the honour of Mahomet, and 
the other of Hunaman; to the former some 2.000 Mahometans re- 
paired, to the latter but а {ех Hindoos, none from the city, but 
some of the budmashes (blackguards—rowdies). The main body of 
tho insurgents first attacked the Nawab’s palace, and having blown 
open the gate, they entered the place, gutted it, and took the Nawab 
prisoner, the Nena Sabib being under the impression that the 
Nawab had concealed some Earopeans. They then proceeded to 
the entrenchments, and commenced the attack with cannon, at first 
with two of the guns, and on the following day six. The Euro- 

ns in the entrenchments were not well supplied with ammu~ 


black smoke shooting far up into the air, announced to Lucknow 
that 240 barrels of gunpowder, and 594,000 rounds of ball and gun 
ammunition, had com; the destruction of the Muchee Bhawun, 
which we had with go much labour provisioned and fortified.

CHAPTER LIIL 
АТ CAWNPOBE. 


Tue Nena Sahib, the perpetrator of the atrocious massacre at Oawn- 
pore, wason terms of intimacy witb several of the officers there, civil 
ag well as military. Before the mutiny fairly brokeont at that place, 
aud while the British were still temporising, in the vain hope that 
the recapture of Delbi would restore peace aod confidence, Nens 
Sahib oroposed to bring his fifteen hundred men to the assistance 
of the British garrison at Cawnpore, avd for the dispersion of the 
mutineers. At the same time he was eutreating his “ favourites,” 
among them the chief collector, to gend their young wives and 
children to his castle at Bhitoor, as а place of safety. The wiiter 
of a letter, who was eventua'ly one of his victims, speaks with the 
most implicit reliance on hiv friendship sud honoar, evidently 
withont a moments mistrost of his proffered aid aud hospitality. 
She speaks of bim, by the way, as а man of immense wealth вод 
power. That d & man, with a considerable army of his own, 
shoald occupy a large estate and в stronghold of very difficult 
approach, only six miles from Qawnpore, not inherited, but ac- 
tually preseuted to him by the British rulers of Indis, certainly 
speaks for our simplicity. 

T'he firat news received in England of the catastrophe at Cawn- 
pore was published in the following words :— 

“ The great station of Cawnpore had been much agitated. Here 
there were till recently nothing but native troops, with the excep- 
tion of one company of European Artillery. The Europeans of 
this station included not ouly the civilians and officers with their 
families, but & number of non-residents, who bad either come in 
from parts of the country supposed te be less protected, or had been 
st^pped there on their way up country by the mutineers in the 
Dooab. The tone of feeling in the native lines appearing to he 
very unsatisfactory, the Europeans took possession of в large 
barrack, allotting certaia wards to the women and children, and 
proceeded to entrench themselves therein. All the guns they were 
able to move were placed in position, and the remainder were 
spiked. The officers of the various regimente, as was their daty, 
slept at their houses in the lines, and terrible was the anxiety of 
the wives at the barrack till relieved by their re-appearance in 
safety with the morping. At last advices, however, they had with 
them her Majesty's 84th, belonging to the Madras establishment, 
brought up in haste from Barmah, and also the Madras Fusiliers. 
Regarding the commanding officer of the latter corps 8 good story 
is told. The regiment was to leave Calcutta by railway. When 
the time for starting the train arrived, it was found that a number 
of the men had not yet reached the station. The station-master 
proposed to despatoh the train with those that had already arrived, 
leaving the others to follow. The commending officer remon- 
strated, batin vain; whereapon he arrested the stetion-master во! 
all his officials, and kept them in custody till he saw his whole 
regiment seated in the carriages, when he released them, and the 
train proceeded on ite way.” 

At the beginning ef June the English at Oawnpore had already 
hed cause for alarm, and here we must speak et some length of the 
atrocities of Овтвроге, not because they have more than e little to 
do with our tele, but simply because they, form tbe most terrible 
and best remembered scenes of that frightful Indian tragedy. Oawn- 
pore stands out ав tue spot where the Indians were most relentless, 
and where they were least meroiful. Beyoud any reasonable douot 
the Nena Sahib was the blood-stained pivot upon which this re- 
morseless wickedness turned. 

Bays en officer of a line regiment, writing in June, 1857 :— 

“On Friday morning, the 5th of June, we heard that the muti- 
neers from Benares were coming down upon us. А lieutenant, two 
ensigns, and 100 sepoys were instantly ordered down to а bridge of 
boats to defend it, as that was the only place they could come 
across. Ву lack I was one of the ensigns ordered. We got down 
all right. [Two 9-pounders were brought down from the fort uuder 
the command of Usptsin Harewood, and all went well till nine 
o'elook. On Saturday night an order came to take the guns away. 
The men then mutinied. Seventy of them seized the guns, bat the 
other thirty remained with us. When the seventy mutineers got 
about fifty yards from us they fired a volley. One of the balle 
gu my back, making a mere scratch, but a rather painful one. 

he thirty men then gave in, made us prisoners, and took 
us up to the cantonmen!s, where we saw several officers 
killed. They then took us to the magistrate’s house, where 
some of them wanted to kill us, and others to save us. 
Several of the men levelled their muskets at us, bat the others 
knocked them up with their hands, and they went off in the 
air. At last we made в clean bolt for it, and got away. As we 
were running, we heard the noise of horses; во we lay down ша 
ditch for shelter. The horsemen, however, proved to be two en-

CHAPTER LIL 


QUOTATIONS FROM THE STAFF-OFFICER'S JOURNAL, FROM 
24TH jose TO 30TH JUNE. 


“Тоне 24ra.— Heavy clouds, and every appearance of rain through- 
ont the day, but none fell. Heat exeessive. Sir Henry Lawrence 
proceeded at day break, as usual, attended by his staf and two or- 
derlies from the volunteer cavalry, and inspected—as he was al- 
ways working and inspecting till the Great King summoned bim. 

une 25.— Good news came in to-day from Al'ahabad in a letter 
from the officer commanding the lst Madras Fasiliers, dated tha. 
18th of June, in answer to one despatched from this place on the 
15th iust. Colonel Neil's letter gave little or no no detail, beyond 
ва ос that he assumed command of the fort oa tae 11th inst. ; 
that there had been much fighting, but all the mutineers were en- 
tirely broke and dispersed, and the cantouments re-occu pied. 
Cholera broke out on the 18th among the Fasiliers, who ів two 
days had bad amongst them 100 cases, forty of which had proved 
fatal. Every effort was being made to push on troops to Cawn- 
pore, but the rosd was not open, and carriage was difficult to pro- 
cure, АШ appearance of rain had gone off, and the heat was almost 
ineupporta^le. The river had risen about а foot and & half, and 
was no longer fordable. 

June 26 —This morning Sir Henry Lawrence again inspected 
the defences. At sunset, a letter was received from Bir H. M. 
Wheeler, K.O.B., Oawnpore, dated ths 24th inst, detailing hie 
losses, вой giving an ecoount of the outbreak, and stating that he 
hai supplies for only eight or ten days at the farthest. His letter 
was ied to at once, and he was informed by Bir Heary Law- 
rence of the news received from Allahabad, and also that in ten days 
at the farthest he would receive aid from Allahabad, and that he 
must husband his resources go much as possible; that the force 
at Lucknow was threatened by an attack from eight or ten regi- 
ments, three or four of which were within twenty miles. 

A reward of one lac of rupees was offered this day for the cap- 
tare, within в week, dead or alive, of the Nena. at Cawnpore, and 
means were taken to have the proclamation widely dissemiuated. 

отип June —A report was in circalatioa early ia the day, that 
General Wheeler had made terms with ‘ the Nena," at Cawnpore; 
but faw believed it, and in the evening it was reported incorrect, as 
heavy firing had been heard yesterday at Cawnpore from Bunnes. 
A great number of musket- barrels and unwrought stores were 
brought ín from the old magazine at the Dowlut-Kuana. 

28th 'une.—It having been reported that there were many jewel: 
aod valuables in the King's palace, which might fall into the hands 
of the mutineers, a party, under Major Banks, consisting of fifty of 
the 18th, twenty Seikhs 71st Native Infantry, and the European 
Volanteer Oavalry, were sent out to fetch them ín ; which they did 
about 6 p-m., and repo:ted that they had discovered & large gun. 

About 7 p.m., three. different, natives brought іа the very sad 
and distressing news that the Oawopore force, having no more am- 
munition left, had entered into a treaty with tneir enemies, after 
which they had all been treacheroasly mardered, as they embarked 
in boats to proceed down the river to Allahabad. 

June 29 —This morning а brass gun, в twenty-one pounder 
which had been accidentally discovered yesterday by the party 
despatched to bring in valuables from the palace (called the “ Kiser 
Bagh”), was brought in. 

The people in charge of the palace, without giving & thought to 
resistance аз i} was at first expected they might do, nevertheless 
showed an evident reluctance to give information where the arms, 
&o, were stored. However, it osme out at lest, that there were 
more arms within the palace, and в party was despatched to secare 
them. Seven cart-l were brought in. 

Onr defences progressed, but labour was not so easy to procure 
ав it had been some days before. А 


On tne 21st or 22nd of June, Sir Hugh Wheeler sank under the 
wounds which he had received, and the garrison, three or four 
days after hie death, being short both of provisions and ammu- 
nition, and reduced in number, hoisted a flag of truce. The Neus 


returned by the Kuropeans, to the effect that they had neither food 
nor ammunition, and they proposed to give пр the country tv him 


and children. As soon as the boats had pushed off, the boatmen 
jamped overboard and swam on shore, and then the mutineers 
opened fire on the boats from а masked battery of eight guns, which 
had been previously erected for the purpose. All the boats were 
sunk, and the people on board killed, with the exception of one 
boat that had passed down, and some twenty Europeans who had 
managed to swim to the shore This boat was pursued by 500 
Nojsebs, with two guns, who came ap with it on the second day, 
aud sunk the boat and destroyed every one on board. The twenty 
and odd Europeans who swam on shore at Cawnpore were blown 
&way from guns in the course of two or three days, some each day. 
T'he thirty-two ladies and chilóren who were left behind were con- 
veyed by the Nena into & packha house called the Subhadur, and 
kept in custody by the Nena Bahib's people, but without being 
insulted. One Portugese woman, the daughter of a bugler, was 
made captive by & trooper of the 2nd Cavairy, and carried to his 
house, when the mutiny firet broke out; but when he was absent 
she took his sword and killed his wife and two children and then 
herself. It is perhaps well she was not во English woman who 
killed the two indian children. 

On the Ist of July the Nena was feeding these unfortunate ledies 
and children from hisown home. By the time the middle of that 
month was reached, every one of those English human beings had 
been violently killed. Here we will go into no details, for they 
would not be to our purpose, bnt we present а sketch made at the 
time when the English forces, under Havelock, having possessed 
themselves of Cawnpore, came upon the scene of destruction. In 
all probability the news of the approach of the English had been 
the обков! for the massacre of the women and childrea. 

Within в week the English flag once more waved over Cawn- 
pore—but that stendard was in mourning. ` 

The building in which the massacre took place (c) was described 
as looking like a slaughter-house. The English once more in 
power at Cawnpore, General Neill compelled all the high caste 
Brahming whom he could captore among the вероув io collect the 
bloody clothes of the victims, and wash up the blood from the floor, 
в European soldier standing over esch man with a “cat,” and 
administering it with vigour whenever he relaxed in his exertions. 
ат 


The enemy being in strength so near, it wae deemed advisable 
to withdraw the troops from cantonments, which was quietly done 
at sunset; вод it being expected that thé enemy woud march on 
Lucknow, Sir Henry Lawrence thought it advisable to move out 
with в strong force, hoping to meet and oppose them before they 
entered the suburbs of the city Im order to prevent any notice 
reaching the enemy of the intended movement, the orders were 
not given oat publicly till three o'clock on the following morniug, 
aud at the same hour twenty Seikhs under Lieutenant Birch were 
to be sent to the Iron Bridge, ia order to prevent any one crossing 
over with intelligence of the movement to the enemy. 

The whole forca was under the personal commend of Sir Henry 
Lawrence. It was the brigelier-general's original intention only 
to proceed to the end of the Packa-road, to the village of Kocsralee ; 
and, on our arrival there, our force was halted, and the brigadier- 
general, with the advanced guard, proceeded about а mile to the 
front, whence no one was to be seen. The force was on the point 
of being ordered to return, when it was decided to make а farther 
reconnaissance; вод вооа after the enemy were fallen in with, in 
overwhelming numbers, aud the force was compelled to retire with 
the loss of the eight-inoh howitzer, aud three nine-pounders. 

The enemy came boldly on, and invested us on all sides, firing 
from all the houses round, which they rapidly loopholed; they also 
erected в hasty battery for the eight inch howitzer across tho 
river, from which they threw several woll-directed shells; aad they 
began to collect boats for в bridge всговв the river, the iroa bridge 
being under fire from the Redan.
